We have a friend who cares for an 
acre garden lot. working it Intelligent¬ 
ly. and it is really surprising to see 
the amount of stuff which he produces 
from It each yeur. He grows all his 
own frulj;—strawberries, raspberries, 
currants, gooseberries; has eight apple 
trees—two Wealthles. two Duchess, two 
Lougfield. two Northwestern lireenlug— 
and eight plum trees of hardy varieties. 
He has. a large asparagus bed uud u 
row of pieplant. His crops of early 
potatoes uud peas are followed by a 
crap of late sweet corn or turnips. He 
grows all the other common garden 
vegetables--more than sufficient for his 
own use-aud raises the finest celery in 
his locality. He does all his cultivation 
with u small baud cultivator, ferti- 
llr.es heavily and allows no weeds to 
grow in his garden. With bis cow and 
twenty-five hens he lives like a fight¬ 
ing cock, and the care of bis place 
really takes but a very small part of 
his time.

The novel spectacle of a white wo¬ 
man suing a colored man for breach of 
promise of marriage is presented in the 
case of Katherine McGroaty against 
John W. Holland, jr. The latter also 
reverses the usual order of things by 
giving as his principle reason for de¬ 
clining marriage: “Difference in race, 
religion and social position. “ 

The plaintiff, who is 25 years old and 
lives at No. 3942 Spruce street, declares 
that Holland, who lives at No. 115 
North High street, on March 20 last, 
-promised to make her his wife, and 
fixed the wedding day as July 6. At 
that time Katherine says she was ready 
and willing, as she has been ever since, 
to become Holland's wife, but that he 
disappointed her and disregarded his 
promises. She accordingly wants dam¬ 
ages to the amount of 15,000, and a 
capias was issued for Holland, with bail 
fixed at <200. 

Holland filed pleas of “not guilty” 
and “non assumpsit. “ accompanied by 
an explanatory aldavit He declares 
that the plaintiff showed and expressed 
a high regard and liking for him. and 
made it plain that she wanted him to 
marry her. The • subject of marriage 
was freely discussed between them, 
and Holland says he endeavored to con¬ 
vince the young woman that it was not 
advisable to form such a union because 
of their differences in race, religion and 
social position. In view of these cir¬ 
cumstances. he avers, it is highly im¬ 
probable that anything he said or his 1 
conduct was construed as a promise of 
marriage on the part of the plaintiff.

His change 
was short and when be sent a boy to 
the office with the advertisement he 
gave him a fifty dollar bill and told 
him to put In $10 worth of advertising 
and bring the change back to the store.

Crawford 
A Co.’s, Fifth street aDd Franklin ave¬ 
nue." for Broadway was then called

TOBACCO 

TRADE 


Thorough Investigation to be Made by the 
New Bureau of Corporations at 
' * Washington. 

A Louisville Times special from Wash¬ 
ington of Dec. 28, says: Every branch 
of the American tobacco trade is to be 
thoroughly investigated 1 by the Bureau 
of Corporations, under the direction of 
the Department of Commerce and 
Labor. Secretary Metcalf confirmed 
the announcement and so did Attorney 
General Moody. 

James R. Garfield will be the man 
who will be in active control of the in- j 
vestigation. t Mr. Garfield claims thit 
he will have authority to summon wit-, 
nesses from every branch of the trade. 
The grower, the retailer, the wholesale 1 
man and all through whose hands the 
tobacco passes will be called upon to 
tell how, in what way and to what ex¬ 
tent their business has been injured by 
the operations of the Tobacco Trust. 
Secretary Metcalf indicates that the 
investigation will be a prolonged one 
and nothing will be left undone to as¬ 
certain the real conditions in the to- ; 
I bacco trade. 

j If it is found that the Tobacco Trust 
has monopolized the business, has 
crushed out all opposition and is de¬ 
priving growers and retailers of just ! 
returns it is said vigorous action either 
by legislation or through courts will be 
taken against the trust. The investiga¬ 
tion is now being made through two 
departments. 

The Department of Justice, by reason 
of Mr. Moody's recent action in ap¬ 
pointing a special attorney, and ran by 
the Department of Commerce and La¬ 
bor, and Secretary Wilson, of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, is patting 
both on the back and telling them to, 
go ahead. 

There is no doubt that the Adminis¬ 
tration is after the Tobacco Trust, and 
Mr. Canfield is said to be a bulldog 
when in a right. It is known that at 
the White House the President is urg¬ 
ing action. He recently declared that 
the Tobacco Trust was the most perni¬ 
cious of all the trusts, and said he 
knew because some friends of his had 
tried to establish a factory at Rich¬ 
mond. Va., and had been driven out of 
business. In connection with the 
present war it might not be amiss Jo 
recite • the fact that durtrig the last 
campaign it was reported that the 
American Tobacco Company had con¬ 
tributed to the Democratic national 
campaign fund. 

This was denied emphatically by 
Chairman Taggart, but the fact re¬ 
mains that the trust has received few 
favors here since. The investigation

It does not seem 
to be generally taken into-account that 
the United States is one of the. largest 
gold-producing countries in the world. 
Each year, basing the estimate on re¬ 
cent experiences, this country is turn- 
ing out gold bullion between 170,000,000 
and $80,00u,pu0 in value, an amount 
which, under normal conditions proba¬ 
bly would be more than the needs of 
this country required. 

If with this production the country 
annually exported $3U,(JUO,(JOO or $40.- 
000,000 of gold in the excess of the im¬ 
portations of yellow metal,' the con¬ 
ditions would not appear to be ‘in any 
degree abnormal, yet, as a matter of 
fact, the United States has in the last 
ten years imported in bullion gold and 
gold ore some $80,000,000 in value more 
than was exported. • 

It is said that if it were not for the 
great stimulus in activity which busi-. 
ness in this country has received during 
the last few years, gold would be such 
a drug as fo lead to its exportation as 
the commodity for which the United 
States had least use.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
in its annual report urges the regula¬ 
tion of railway rates by the Federal 
Government. It - formulates plans to 
attain this object.. 

Tbe raonoply caused by private freight 
cars in the transportation of fruits is 
.dealt with, with a view to correcting 
the abuse. 

The article in the report of railroad 
accidents opens with a table giving the 
principal total* for the years ending 
June »i. 1902, 1903 and 1904. There 
were 43,266 employes injured and 3,967 
killed in 1904. as compared with 38,711 
injured and 2,516 killed in 1902. The 
figures for 1903 are intermediate be¬ 
tween those of 1902 and 1904. In 1904 
there were 8,077 passengers injured and 
420 killed; in 1902, 6,087 injured and 
303 killed; in 1903 there were 6,973 in-' 
jured and 321 killed. 

The increase in the number of deaths 
of passengers in train accidents in 1904, 
compared with 1903. is 64$ per cent. 
The fact that there were ten unusually I 
disastrous accidents during the year is" 
mentioned, with the statement that 
noteifconcerning the causes of these 
accidents will lie found in the appendix 
to the report. The numlier of deaths 
resulting from these ten accident*, gight 
of which were collisions, is about 22 
per cent, of the total number killed in 
all the train accidents of the year, which 
comprise over 6,000 collision* and 4,800 
derailments.
